Ney It thus appears that no parallel 

can be drawn between the problem of

Special 
machinery is necessary in the case of 
British institutions, because the assets 
of these bodies have been disposed of while 
outside the control of their proper ovmers.

itself revert to the Government. The payments 
made to other British nationals were based on 
a different principle; they were in fact loans 
made against tangible assets in Egypt and were 
regarded as a measure of interim assistance 
(see Hansard 15th July 1957 Col. 765). The 
recipients were required to sign undertakings 
to repay these loans and in no case did a loan

Ellis-Rees sent me a copy of his deter to 
you of April 21 about Colonel Fisher's letter 
to Lord Hailsham, in which he put the case for 
compensation to be obtained from the Egyptians 
na-compensataan for the internment of the Suez 
Contractors Companies' employees. 

I agree With Ellis-Rees' final paragraph, 
and this might form the burden of the reply to 
Colonel Fisher, because what we can say about 
these claims in relation to our financial talks 
with the Egyptians will not give him much satis- 
faction. 

Our principal objective in the Rome talks 
is to get British property returned and com- 
pensation paid when it is not restored, e.g. 
because it has been nationalised. The Egyptians 
have already refused to provide in the draft 
agreement for the restitution to our nationals 
of rights and interests not connected with pro= 
perty, and it is quite clear that they will not 
entertain claims for compensation for personal 
injury or indignities suffered through internment, 
or otherwise, in the period immediately following 
the Suez intervention. Their case is that the

BRITISH REFUGEES FROM EGYPT - "THE SMALL MEN" 

The Secretary of State has agreed to receive a group 
of Conservative Members of Parliament this evening who, it 
is understood, will urge that something should be done for 
the small claimants against Egypt, as the Rome talks are 
dragging on so long (c.f. the letter in The Times of April 30 
from Lord Salisbury and others). 
2. We have expected the Egyptians to be ready to resume the 


talks following a Suez Canal Company settlement. The latest 


Flag B official indication (Rome telegram No. 267) confirms this.

It suggests that we shall find the Egyptians proposing a 
lump sum settlement which might give us just over half the 
sterling balances, and which they would claim contained 
“something for war damage". (They have several times mentioned 
such ideas, but we have not yet adequately considered them). 
3s While we cannot reveal what Mr. Iliff has reported, 

the Secretary of State could say that there have been a 
number of indications in the Egyptian press, including a 
statement attributed to Zaki, that there would be further 
progress in the talks with us once the Suez Canal Company claim 
was dealt with. (The most recent report we have seen, on 
April 24, said that talks would be resumed in May. ) The 
initiative is. at present with the Egyptians, who took home 
proposals of ours at the beginning of March, and we have 
certainly not been dragging our feet. 

4. On the substance of the agreement we are seeking, the 
Secretary of State will probably prefer to avoid details 

on the ground that these arestill under discussion (we do 
not know if we are to have neutral evaluatian or a lump sum).

5. As we have told Lord Killearn and others, we have 
no intention of sacrificing the little men to the big interests. 
The first step must be to get our property returned to us - 
under international law we cannot refuse it where offered - 
or to be paid compensation where it is not returned. 
When we see how our returned property has suffered, 
we will be in a position to make claims for damages. We 
have also kept in the forefront of all our negotiations the 
need for British subjects who do not want to return to Egypt 
to sell their property and remit the proceeds. We hope to 
get concessions on this score which will put British subjects 
in a more favourable position than the nationals of other 
countries, who are prevented from doing this by Egyptian 
Exchange Control. But the amount of Egyptian sterling 
available for such remittances will be limited. 
Trade 
6. We used to sell to Egypt much more than we bought from 


it. This trade is passing to our competitors, including the 


/French. .. 


French who have made barter deals with Egypt worth £7m. in 
each direction, whereas our restrictions have reduced our 
trade to small proportions. A financial agreement would 
enable trade to flow again. This would benefit the 

economy in general and British firms connected with Egypt 

in particular. 

War Damage. 

Te We have consistently given priority to the private claims, 


and tried to keep governmental claims as far as possible out 


of the way. We naturally refused liability for war damage, 


but realistically offered to waive our claim for the munitions 
in the Suez Canal Base if the Egyptians would drop their claims. 
We have had no definite proposal from the Egyptians about war 
damage, and it is not true that we have jeopardised the 
agreement on this score. 

8. In general the Secretary of State might take the line 

that it is essential that we should continue to work for an 
agreement. A stalemate would be unprofitable and costly and 
time is not on our side. <A complete breakdown would jeopardise 
our remaining property which is of considerable value. The 

main feature of any agreement must be the return of the property. 
We are trying to get the best possible terms from Nasser. It 
must be remembered that the different groups, some of them 
highly vocal, continually urge us to make this or that provision 
@ pre-requisite of an agreement, which does not make our task 
any easier. Nevértheless we appear now to be entering a 
decisive phase, and it should fairly soon be clear whether or 
not an agreement is possible. It would be a tactical mistake at 
present to launch any new measures in the United Kingdom for 


helping the refugees, which would imply that we had given up

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ANNUAL REPORT 1957 


The Society must record its great grief at the loss towards the end of 
1957 of two of its loved supporters. 


The Rt. Rev. Bishop Llewelyn Gwynne, D.D., C.M.G., C.B.E., L.L.D., 
was one of our Vice-Presidents. During his many years as Bishop in 
Egypt and the Sudan he devoted himself to the service of all classes of 
the British communities as well as to the Sudanese and Egyptians. He 
took particular interest in English education and British Benevolent work 
in Egypt, and, since our Society was founded in London in 1935, in the 
welfare of British residents in Egypt compelled to come to this country. 


The Society was represented at the Thanksgiving Service to his memory 
held in Westminster Abbey. We shall miss him. 


Charles Henry Saxby, C.B.E. Since he came to England in the summer 
of 1956 Charles was a member of our Committee. Our Society was origin- 
ally formed in order to help those whom Saxby had helped in Cairo and 
who were eventually compelled to leave Egypt. Mr. Saxby spent his forty 
years in Egypt helping under-privileged British subjects, and. as The Times 
said when he died, “. . . Of the 8,000 British residents in Egypt who came 
to this country some ‘12 months ago there is no name so honoured as his. 
These thousands will grieve the loss of a real friend.” 


Charles Saxby, among all the British residents in Egypt, seemed to 
have been the only one to foresee the final eviction of all British subjects 
from Egypt. He came to England with this conviction in the summer of 
1956 solely to ascertain what arrangements were being made for their 
reception when that eviction took place. But alas. his was a voice crying 
in the wilderness. And even when they came he was saddened by the 
thought that his special knowledge derived from some forty years’ devoted 
work to British subjects in trouble in Egypt could not be fully employed. 


FINANCIAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


We are pleased to report that Mr. W. J. Johnson, C.M.G., and Mr. 
F. A. Keeling have agreed to join our Hon. Treasurer, Mr. R. R. Brewis, 
to form an Advisory Committee on matters relating to Finance. 


OUR HEADQUARTERS 


Since the emergency arose in 1956 we were lent temporary offices for 
our work; first by the Shell Oil Group: later by the Government. It was 
felt, however, that purely business-like “ Offices” were unsatisfactory. 
These homeless people need something less formal. The Society has there- 
fore acquired a house in Earl’s Court not.only for its administrative 
purposes but as a “homely” place for these folk to come to — where 
they can be received and welcomed as friends. 


THE SUEZ CRISIS OF NOVEMBER 1956 


In our last report we referred to the task which fell upon the Society 
of meeting the immediate needs, apart from those who were accommo- 
dated and looked after in Government Hostels, of thousands of British

subjects evicted from Egypt as a result of the Suez crisis. During th 
period, as shown by the accounts published in the Report in question, t 
Society expended over £107,000, of which £80,000 was covered by, 
Government Grant, and £27,000, by arrangement with the Home O: 
was taken on the Society’s charge. 


We went on to explain that a point arose when it became clearly 
evident that the ultimate resettlement of these unfortunate people involved 
responsibilities which a voluntary organisation such as ours could not be 
expected to undertake and an appeal was therefore made to the Govern- 
ment to relieve the Society of its administrative duties, enabling it to 
devote itself to matters of welfare, a work which must not only go hand 
in glove with the purely administrative task, but must play a vital part in 
helping numbers of these evicted people to reintegrate their lives in what 
to many is a strange land. In consequence. at the end of February, 1957: 
the Government constituted the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement Board to 
deal with the whole administrative problem. 


THE PROGRESS TOWARDS RESETTLEMENT 


The Board at once tackled the two main problems, namely that of 
finding employment and accommodation, but meantime they were 
authorised to pay maintenance allowances on a fairly generous scale to 
those who could not support themselves. By degrees, as necessity dictated. 
its terms of reference were extended. Where hardship had been suffered 
through loss of clothing and personal effects, it was permitted to make 
certain personal allowances, to make resettlement, furnishing and housing 


grants, to pay school fees in cases where there had been prior commit- 
ments, and to make educational and business grants where these were 
likely to lead to self-support. 


The Board was also authorised to make commensurate payments in 
respect )of pensions due to ex-officials of the Egyptian Government and 
others, which had been stopped at the time of the crisis. 


There were still those, however, who were suffering hardship through 
being deprived of access to their assets in Egypt which had been seques- 
trated by the Egyptian Government. Questions were raised both in the 
House of Commons and the House of Lords. At the same time the Anglo- 
Egyptian Aid Society and the Anglo-Egyptian Chamber of Commerce were 
constantly drawing attention to these anomalies. The Government eventu- 
ally agreed, as a measure of interim assistance, to a scheme for payment 
of ex-gratia loans up to a maximum of £5,000 based on declarations of 
assets registered with the Foreign Office. The scheme however only applied 
to British nationals who had left Egypt as a result of the events of Novem- 
ber 1956 and thus excluded a number of individuals who had left Egypt 
prior to that date but who had been dependent for their livelihood, either 
wholly or partially, on the income received from their assets in Egypt. The 
Society took up this matter energetically and after the exerting of consider- 
able further pressure, the Government agreed to extend the scheme to these 
non-refugees. 


There always remains the over-riding question of compensation for 
losses of British property in Egypt for which the Egyptian Government is 
held responsible. At the time of writing, the trend of the negotiations which 
have been taking place in Rome does not appear to be altogether encourag- 
ing. Meantime there are certain matters which are causing varying degrees

of hardship, to alleviate which the British Government up to date has not 
thorised any measure of interim assistance, in particular the following: 


The exclusion of business assets from among those regarded as reckon- 
able for the purpose of establishing the claims on which ex-gratia loans 
are based as explained in the preceding paragraph. 


(b) The exclusion of British subjects’"who by force of circumstance are 
resident abroad, from participation in the scheme for ex-gratia loans. 


(c) The question of the claims for compensation of a number of British 
officials dismissed from Egyptian Government service in 1951. 


All these matters are being constantly kept before the notice of the 
British Government. 


Special thanks are due to the Ministry of Labour for the great care 
and trouble their representatives have taken in seeing that individuals found 
suitable employment. Their task has been far from easy as the majority 
had been engaged in business or clerical jobs in Egypt and were entirely 
unfitted for such things as manual labour, It must be said, however, on 
behalf of the people themselves, that they have, in the great majority of 
cases, shown a willingness and determination to take any job offered to 
them on the chance of regaining their independence. There are naturally 
cases in which the wage offered entails a hard struggle to make ends meet 
and we will revert to this matter again under the heading of the residual 
problem. 


In the matter of emigration in owr previous Report we referred to the 
co-operative spirit shown by the Australian Government. Since then num- 
bers have continued to be accepted for emigration and at the date of 


writing actually 1,382 people have emigrated, mostly to Australia. The 
Society, ever since the second world war. had urged the British Benevolent 
Societies in Egypt to send to Australia those who could no longer earn a 
livelihood in Egypt. In consequence a large number of these latest emi- 
grants already have friends and relatives in this new country of their choice. 


There have also been emigrants to other countries, particularly Brazil, 
but as regards the latter the current conditions make employment difficult 
and some have been forced to return to this country. 


During the whole of this period in which the Board has been engaged 
in the task of Resettlement, the Society has not been idle. Through its 
representative it has maintained close contact with the Board, and has been 
instrumental, as explained earlier in this Report, in pressing for extensions 
of the Board’s terms of reference. It has been extremely active in the 
welfare field. It has given financial assistance in numerous cases not covered 
by the terms of reference in question. It was also able to render valuable 
service in the matter of exchange of Egyptian Currency held by a number 
of individuals evicted from Port Said. The British Government eventually 
agreed to exchange this currency pound for pound. 


In this whole connection of resettlement we must record our sincere 
appreciation of the generous attitude of Her Majesty’s Government. We 
must also record our esteem for the valuable work accomplished by the 
Resettlement Board. This does not mean to say, however, that no problem 
remains. There is bound to be a residue of hardship which cannot easily 
be eliminated through the normal channels. It is precisely this matter which 
is very much the concern of the Society, whose financial policy meantime 
has been to conserve its funds as far as possible in order that it may be 
equipped as adequately as circumstances permit to meet this challenge. 
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THE RESIDUAL PROBLEM 


The total number of evicted British subjects involved in the Suez cri 
has been estimated at 8.000. After allowing for those who are now regard 
as resettled and also those who have emigrated, there still remain in the care 
of the Board approximately 1,200 individuals, of whom the majority are 
still in hostels. Their number includes unemployables, elderly people whose 
efforts to find employment have so far had negative results, the old and 
the infirm. 


But in addition to this residue, there are among those who are regarded 
as resettled, and therefore no longer the responsibility of the Board, a grow- 
ing number who are applying to the Society to help them in their difficulties. 
For some time to come difficulties are bound to beset those who fall on 
bad times owing to loss of employment, sickness or other cause. 


In the perhaps natural desire to accelerate resettlement, the position 
has been somewhat aggravated by the policy of paying final resettlement 
grants to individuals who have no other resources apart from an earned 
income which is barely sufficient to allow them to maintain themselves and 
their dependants. There is also the case of elderly people who have been 
entitled to small cx-gratia loans on payment of which they are no longer 
entitled to assistance from the Board. A number of these are persons who 
are not in employment, or if they are fortunate to have found jobs, their 
employment can only be regarded as purely temporary owing to an age 
limit. 

The case of these elderly people is one which causes the Society par- 
ticular concern. [t seems inevitable in many cases that having expended on 
their maintenance the relatively small amounts they have received from 
resettlement grants and/or ex-gratia loans, their only recourse will be to 
turn to the National Assistance Board. It might be contended that these 
people are fortunate in that they are in a Welfare State which is efficiently 
run. But whereas these things may not seem so hard for people integrated 
into the ways of this country, this cannot apply to strangers in a strange 
land, particularly those who enjoyed a certain standard of living in Egypt. 
It can in fact be an experience resulting in considerable distress. 


At the outset we were informed that it was clearly not the desire of 
the British Government that the victims of the Suez crisis should be treated 
as paupers. We feel that the Government by its generous treatment in many 
ways has given clear evidence of putting this desire into effect, but, unless 
some solution is found, it seems inevitable that some will be dragged down 
to levels in the social scale for which no Welfare State could be expected 
to compensate. This matter is naturally one which the Society will follow 
with the closest concern. 


There is also the case of the old and infirm. It is difficult to give exact 
numbers at this stage but a move has already been made by the Resettle- 
ment Board to acquire suitable “ Twilight Homes” for these people. At the 
end of the year the Board had the purchase of two houses in view which 
would provide accommodation for some 60 people, but doubtless provision 
will have to be made for a considerably larger number. Her Majesty's 
Treasury has agreed to make an initial payment of £20,000 towards the 
capital costs, in addition to which an appeal was made to the Society to 
assist in this matter. In consequence we agreed to provide a sum of £8,000 
as shown by the accounts attached to this Report. 


The cost of maintenance in such Homes would be borne by the Govern- 
ment or Local Authorities, but it is the intention that initially they should 
be run either by W.V.S. or the British Red Cross, 
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At the same time it is fully realised that the Society, through its Welfare 
yorkers, will have a human mission to perform by personal contact and

FINANCE 


_ _We have appended to this Report the audited Balance Sheet of the 
Society at December 31st, 1957, together with the relative Income and 
Expenditure Account for the year ending on that date. 


We have attached to these accounts: 


(a) A List of Donations received, including those in response to 
Special Appeals. 


(b) A List of Subscriptions received in respect of the year under 
review. including payments under Deed of Covenant. 


Our sincere gratitude must be expressed to those who responded so 
generously to our Special Appeals. The total of the donations received 
amounts to £112,374. We regret that owing to the large number of persons 
who contributed to make up this sum, it has only been practical to publish 
the names of donors of £50 and over, and merely to give totals in respect 
of those under £50. Our sincere thanks, however, go out to all for their 
ready and generous response. 


With regard to our list of subscriptions totalling £570 we must again 
express our thanks to those regular subscribers, who year by year have 
contributed to our funds. But we must also welcome many new names 
on our list, and in particular those who have entered into Deeds of Cove- 
nant, The large number of new Deeds is most gratifying, and the benefit 
from the increased amount of tax which the Society will be entitled to 
recover will add to our resources. 


Until the full extent of the residual problem can be gauged, it will be 
the Society’s policy to preserve as far as possible its capital resources and 
meet its current requirement out of revenue. How far this will be feasible 
will entirely depend on circumstances. Meantime, as shown by the Balance 
Sheet, a sum of £43,650 has been invested in order to provide a source of 
income. At the same time we look to our Subscribers and others for a 
ccntinuance of their support, and for this purpose we enclose a Remittance 
Form; also a Form of Banker’s Order and Deed of Covenant for their use 
as required. But for the Society’s aid and sympathy, many of these unfortu- 
nate people would be faced with prospects destined to bring neither comfort 
nor happiness. We still need your help. 


THANKS 


First we must express our deep gratitude to Her Majesty’s Government 
for their careful and sympathetic consideration of classes of cases of need 
and hardship presented to them, and their willingness to extend the powers 
of the Board when proof of the need has been shown and to sanction the 
necessary finance. To Sir Frank Newsam of the Home Office we would 
wish to express our special thanks for his unfailing consideration and 
support, He it was who first asked us to undertake the care of evacuees 
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from Egypt and, until his retirement, he never ceased to do everything he 
could for the welfare of persons displaced from Egypt. 


The great Welfare Organisations throughout the land immediate 
came to the aid of those evicted from Egypt in 1956, although most of the’ 
were already deeply involved in helping Hungarian refugees who had 
arrived in their thousands a little earlier. 


Very many evictees from Egypt will long remember with gratitude the 
kindness and understanding received from members of the National Assist- 
ance Board, the Ministry of Labour, the British Red Cross; the Order of 
St. John, W.V.S., Citizens Advice Bureaux, the National Council of Social 
Services, the Family Welfare Association, the Jewish Refugee Committee. 
and many others. 


All these bodies, and others, realising that our Society has no Branch 
offices outside London, gave most valuable help to families in their neigh- 
bourhoods, While, however, they were willing and anxious to give personal 
assistance they are frequently without sufficient funds to give material help, 
and, we are happy to say, that their appeals to us have not gone unanswered. 
Our thanks also extend to Rotary Clubs, Women’s Clubs, and all manner 
of institutions throughout the land for their help financially and otherwise.

PROGRESS REPORT BY oe 
THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN RESETTLEMENT BOARD: 


JULY 1957 


1. We were appointed on Sth February, 1957, to co-ordinate all the work 
being done to assist British subjects from Egypt including the running of 
the hostels and the giving of financial help. At that time about 4,000 
people had arrived from Egypt and evacuees continued to arrive at the rate 
of 200-250 a week. They were being met by officers of the National 
Assistance Board and British Red Cross Society and the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade, and those who had nowhere else to go were taken to Government 
hostels, some of which were run by the National Assistance Board while 
others were managed by the British Red Cross Society and St. John 
Ambulance Brigade on behalf of the Government. The Anglo-Egyptian Aid 
Society had been dealing with a large number of evacuees who were not 
resident in hostels, and they had been paying allowances to those in need 
and helping others to resettle in this country or to emigrate. On 25th 
February we took over this work from the Anglo-Egyptian Aid Society 
and so assumed as from that date, full responsibility for dealing with the 
immediate needs of British refugees from Egypt. It is difficult to give a 
precise figure, because a number of people who had roots in this country 
were able to re-establish themselves here soon after they arrived ; but it is 
probable that over 6,000 evacuees have by now arrived. 


2. We received certain general directions from the Government which 
left us with a wide measure of discretion in paying maintenance allowances. 
We are not, however, concerned with any question of compensation to 
British subjects evicted from Egypt. Our task is resettlement, not restitution, 
and we cannot, save fortuitously, restore evacuees to their former way of 
life. Our first task was to deal with the immediate needs of our fellow 
subjects from Egypt by providing hostel accommodation or paying main- 
tenance allowances to those who were in other accommodation and in need 
of financial help. As a matter of great urgency staff were lent to the Board 
from the Home Office and other Government Departments, a number of 
officers of the Anglo-Egyptian Aid Society joined us and other members of 
the staff were recruited from among British subjects from Egypt and from 
other sources. In the early days a third of the staff had come directly 
from Egypt or had had previous experience of that country and so were 
familiar with the problems with which evacuees were faced in adapting 
themselves to the way of life in this country. (We are very glad to say 
that some of our staff who came from Egypt are now leaving the Board’s 
service for more permanent jobs in the course of resettling themselves.) 


Hostels 


3. Some 3,000 were already accommodated in hostels which were opened 
and managed by the National Assistance Board or by the British Red Cross 
Society or St. John Ambulance Brigade on an agency basis. The Board 
assumed full responsibility, including financial responsibility, for all hostels 
on Ist April, 1957, when the National Assistance Board handed over the 
five hostels formerly in its charge. The staffs engaged in the day-to-day 
management of the hostels for the National Assistance Board were lent 
to the Resettlement Board so that the smooth handover of the hostels was 
assured and we have been able to benefit from the continued services of these 
experienced and patient officers. The National Council of Social Service set 
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upgi@itizens’ Advice Bureaux in each of the hostels and have appointed 
ee workers to deal with the resettlement and other personal problems 
of the residents. These officers are attached to the staffs of the local Councils 
of Social Service (or other appropriate body) and so can make available at the 
hostels the full resources of the neighbourhood in the voluntary and statutory 
social work fields. In all hostels members of the Women’s Voluntary Service 
are very active in undertaking welfare work of all kinds, in arranging to 
distribute clothing and in arranging work parties for the women residents 
at which they can learn about domestic life in this country. Members of the 
Board have visited hostels to see for themselves the problems of evacuees. 
The number now living in hostels run by the Board is about 2,300 and in 
view of the number of vacancies in the hostels, the drop in arrivals and the 
estimated effects of wastage through resettlement or emigration, we have 
decided to close three hostels by the beginning of October ; any residents who 
have not resettled themselves in homes of their own by then will be transferred 
to the remaining hostels. As the numbers in the hostels progressively decrease 
the position will be reviewed and further hostels can be closed. 


4. The Board are anxious to help people to leave the hostels for private 
accommodation as soon as possible and some progress is being made. The 
number in residence has fallen by 700 since the end of March. About 
300 persons resident in hostels are in regular work while a further 70 are 
lodging outside while their families remain temporarily in hostels. Every 
effort is being made to enable them to find permanent accommodation for 
themselves and their families. 


5. In order to ensure the most effective arrangements for the welfare of 
those in hostels and for their final resettlement, consultative committees 
composed of various local interests have been formed for each hostel ; 
we should like to take this opportunity of paying tribute to the public spirited 
persons who are actively serving on these committees and using the resources 


of local organisations to help our fellow subjects from Egypt. We are also 
introducing further arrangements whereby panels, representing local com- 
mercial or voluntary interests, will do all they can to help individual refugees 
who have so far been unable to find congenial jobs, to find work and 
accommodation, and to refer to the Board those who cannot be helped by 
local action and for whom something more needs to be done. 


Maintenance of those outside hostels 


6. When the Board’s offices opened we were receiving about 400 callers 
a week and our staff were constantly dealing with the payment of maintenance 
allowances to those in need and giving advice on the many problems with 
which evacuees were concerned. In paying maintenance allowances individual 
cases are dealt with on merit and we are not tied to any existing scale of 
payments although we have had general guidance from the Government. 
But we are here to deal with need and allowances cannot be geared to fit 
former standards of living in Egypt or to take account of the income or 
assets formerly enjoyed by applicants. Nevertheless, a liberal conception of 
need is held and we have not required evacuees to divest themselves of savings 
or assets they had in this country before helping them with maintenance 
allowances to meet their living expenses. We are at present paying 
maintenance to about 550 families, and in addition, we are supplementing the 
wages of about 170 who have found work but who need some further 
temporary help to establish themselves firmly in what is to many of them a 
strange country. In some cases these persons have not yet been able to find 
permanent accommodation at a reasonable rent which they can meet from 
from their wages. 
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Resettlement Grants @ 


7. During March we received further directions from the Gover ar 
authorising us to pay resettlement grants to British subjects from Egypt who 
were in need of them. These grants are related to specific purposes. We are 
authorized to make a personal allowance for clothing and other personal 
needs at the rate of £50 for an adult and £25 for a child. We can help a 
man who has found work and has been accepted for a mortgage by a 
building society or insurance company with a grant towards the deposit on 
a house. We were authorized to make grants to help people to buy essential 
furniture and to make grants for tools and equipment for a professional 
man or craftsman. We were also authorized to make grants or loans to 
those whose most appropriate means of resettlement would be to establish 
themselves in a business in this country, which will help a small minority 
of the refugees. In the current financial year up to the middle of July, 
we have made grants amounting to nearly £50,000 towards homes and 
furniture, about £190,000 on personal allowances, and about £22,000 on other 
resettlement grants. These grants represent personal allowances to 4,800 
persons, nearly 60 grants towards house purchase and 230 grants for 
furniture. We have made 15 grants or loans to help people to establish 
themselves in business. The Women’s Voluntary Service have helped the 
Board and evacuee families by visiting them and advising on their needs, 
in connection with both maintenance payments and furnishing grants. They 
and the Citizens’ Advice Bureaux have always been ready to advise evacuees 
where necessary on the best outlay of furnishing grants or grants for 
clothing. 

8. We have recently been authorized to make a combined accommodation 
and furniture grant to a refugee who has found regular work and will be 
able to support his family to enable him to find and furnish permanent 
accommodation. This means that a man does not have to be negotiating for 
a particular house before he can receive this help. This would be his final 
resettlement grant and may amount to between £750 and £1,000 for a family. 
It will be for the evacuee, with the advice and help of the Board and the 
various organizations in the field such as the Citizens’ Advice Bureaux and 
the Women’s Voluntary Service, to decide how best to use this terminal 
grant for the resettlement of his family. We hope that this will make for 
the speedier resettlement of refugees who have found work but who have so 
far been unable to find satisfactory permanent accommodation. 


9. In the current financial year we had, by mid-July, spent nearly £665,000, 
of which about £270,000 has been spent on the maintenance of refugees in 
hostels or outside. Our current expenditure is at the rate of nearly £200,000 
a month. As evacuees increasingly settle in jobs and find private accom- 
modation, more and more expenditure will be on resettlement and less on 
maintenance allowances and hostel costs, The problem of dealing with 
elementary need has now settled down and the emphasis on resettlement 
is increasing. 

Details of our expenditure during the current financial year up to the 
end of June are contained in the Appendix to this report. 


Employment 
10. The main needs of the refugees are still to find jobs and homes. Here 
we work in the closest co-operation with the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service, who have so far placed nearly 900 people in work while 
about a further 400 are registered for employment. In addition, others 
(probably well over 200) have found work through their own efforts, or 
through their former employers, or with the help of the Board or voluntary 
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stry on behalf of evacuees, and this has had a helpful response, We 
introduced arrangements in hostels whereby those who had prospects of 
work in London or other towns might receive the cost of fares, subsistence 
and lodging allowances for a few days. Personal interviews are frequently 
more helpful in getting jobs than written applications, and these arrangements 
have done a great deal of good. 


11. It may not, of course, be possible for all people to get the kind of 
jobs they want, or to command in this country the salary they had abroad. 
This is difficult for some of them to understand but they are not unrealistic 
and are beginning to accept the fact that for some of them it will not be 
possible to obtain posts commensurate with those they had to leave behind. 
In some cases evacuees have, understandably, not appreciated that the 
wages offered for work must be viewed against the background of social 
benefits in this country, and not compared £ for £ with the wages paid for 
comparable jobs in Egypt. As they come to understand our way of life, 
these things fall into perspective; we are arranging for talks to be given 
in hostels on social conditions and customs in this country in order to help 
in the general process of integration into our community, and the Citizens’ 
Advice Bureaux Committee have produced a leaflet to guide evacuees on 
household budgeting in this country.

Housing 


12. As we have indicated above, a number of persons who have found 
work are buying their own houses. Other people are living in rented 
accommodation which in many cases can provide only temporary homes 
for them. We are pursuing other courses to try to find permanent homes 
for evacuees from Egypt and we have authority to offer a donation of up 
to £300 to local authorities or housing associations prepared to make rented 
accommodation available to tenants nominated by the Board. The response 
to this offer, which the Board was recently given authority to make, has 
been encouraging but one of the difficulties is to link an offer of accommoda- 
tion with a job in the area for which a suitable British subject from Egypt 
can be found. This is rather a slow process, but we hope that in time 
a good number of families will be housed and placed in regular employment 
through these arrangements, in which the assistance of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service is invaluable. Offers of accommodation 
are being received from New Towns where, again, evacuees must be found 
work in the area. 


Care of the Aged 


13. One of the difficult residual problems will be presented by the number 
of elderly evacuees, some of whom will not be able to resettle in this 
country with friends or relatives. We are actively considering the best solution 
to their problem in conjunction with the voluntary organizations and with 
the Anglo-Egyptian Aid Society. Certain schemes are being considered 
but it is too soon yet to say what measures or combination of measures 
will be adopted. We attach great importance, however, to helping elderly 
evacuees to settle down with their friends or relatives in this country 
if this is humanly possible, and we regard resettlement through special old 
people’s homes as appropriate only where it is impossible for elderly persons 
to be placed in normal family accommodation. 


Family Allowances 


14. We have authority to pay family allowances to British subjects from 
Egypt who are in work and resident outside hostels until the time they 
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qualify for family allowances under the normal statutory provisions of ‘® 
country. Where one of the parents was born in this country, statutory qu 
fication comes after six months’ residence; where both the parents were 
born outside the United Kingdom, the qualifying period is twelve months’ 
residence. 

Education 


15. A number of parents compelled to leave Egypt as a result of recent 
events had already incurred educational commitments in this country before 
the Suez crisis. We have authority to make advances to these parents to 
enable them to continue to keep their children at fee-paying schools and we 
are dealing with fifty cases of this kind. We are glad to say that the 
Government has recently extended our authority to make advances for 
existing commitments so as to cover the next academic year. We have no 
authority to pay for children to be put in fee-paying schools where no 
commitment existed before the Suez crisis. 


Local education authorities are responsible for the education of children 
evicted from Egypt and now in this country and we should like to place on 
record our appreciation of their most wholehearted and sympathetic co-opera- 
tion. With the active and resourceful co-operation of the local education 
authorities concerned, about 400 children in seven hostels have been 
admitted to national schools. They are in close daily contact with English 
children and the efforts of teaching staff have resulted in a satisfactory and 
increasing measure of integration, especially in the primary school stage. 
Twenty-four children have been accepted in secondary grammar schools. 
At two hostels the lack of suitable local school accommodation has necessi- 
tated the setting up of emergency schools in the hostels. These have not 
been wholly successful, as the absence of contact with native English children 
has precluded language progress. It is highly desirable in the interests of 
these children that these schools be closed, and this matter engages the 
close attention of all concerned. 


16. In a number of cases we have helped evacuees to take courses in 
vocational training or in the English language to improve their chances of 
finding worth-while work in this country. So far we have made seventy grants 
to enable people to take part-time or evening classes in such things as English, 
typewriting, book-keeping, accountancy, or other forms of vocational 
training. 

Pensioners 

17. We have authority to make advances where necessary to former 
pensioners of the Egyptian Government, whose pensions had been stopped, 
and we were recently given further authority to make similar arrangements for 
private pensioners whose pensions have been stopped as a result of recent 
events in Egypt. We are dealing with over 400 pensioners in this 
way and we have received many appreciative letters from these deserving 
persons who have been enabled to enjoy their pensions once more. 


Emigration 

18. We are able to help those who wish to emigrate by paying the cost of 
passages and making additional grants to cover voyage expenses. So far over 
550 persons have been helped to emigrate since the Board was established 
and over 1,000 more hope to go to Australia to join friends or relatives there, 
or to other countries. A large number of evacuees wished to go to Australia, 
and we have had the most helpful and sympathetic understanding from the 
Australian authorities who most generously agreed to consider the admission 
subject to the usual immigration formalities, of all those evacuees who wished 
to go to that country, even though the numbers greatly exceed those normally 
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a d to Australia from Egypt. Transport difficulties still present a 
pr , but we hope to help all who wish to go to emigrate as soon as 
possible. 


Future Work 


19. We are by no means complacent at the progress which we have made 
so far. No one concerned is under any illusion that the task of resettling 
our fellow subjects, many of whom find themselves in a strange country 
whose customs are bewildering to them, is going to be easy or short. We are 
anxious to help them all as quickly as possible and we are determined that 
they should be helped in every constructive way, not only by means of grants 
and help to find work, but also with the most sympathetic consideration of all 
their problems so that the most effective resettlement is secured. We shall 
do all we can but there is a dual responsibility ; for the evacuees themselves, 
where they are able-bodied and adaptable, must do everything in their power 
to integrate themselves into our society and to strive towards independence. 


20. We are now getting into the stride of the more important phase of 
our work—resettlement—as the problem of meeting day-to-day needs is 
settled. We cannot, however, work entirely at our own pace and a variety 
of human considerations affect the speed of resettlement and what may be 
done quickly for one family may require patient preparation for another. At 
the same time, it is essential that evacuees make their own strong individual 
efforts towards their resettlement and fight apathy and indifference, for 
without their fullest co-operation we cannot achieve our objective ; which is 
to give them the utmost help at the time when it is most useful to them, for 
the Board will not be here forever.

The attached case brings to a head the 
problem of our admission of further late 
registrations of assets for the purpose of 
ex gratia loans. Miss Hughes' case is, in 
fact, to my mind an unexceptionable case 
(assuming she is speaking the truth) on all 
but the narrowest legal grounds. She stayed 
on in Egypt to do a job for us and could 
hardly have known of the scheme while remain- 
ing out there. I feel that it would be very 
difficult and dangerous, in view of what 
Lord Hailsham has said in the House of Lords 
in July 1957, to justify the refusal of a 
lean in the House. 


2. If this were an isolated case where 
late registration seemed justifiable on the 
grounds of lack of knowledge of the scheme 
and its date line, then we might consider 
using our discretion (I am definitely of the 
opinion, from what Lord Hailsham said, that 
we are meant to use intelligent discretion 
(and Mr. Dibble, and the Legal Advisers to 
some extent, take this view too)). But the 
trouble is that this is not an isolated case; 
other similar cases keep cropping up and I 
have four on my desk now, one of which is a 
letter to the Prime Minister, Moreover our 
position for refusal to register now is 
weakened by the fact that thessection has 
been admitting late applications for loan 
purposes until about a month ago and there 
seems to be considerable doubt as to whether 
the publicity about the need to register was 
effective enough either at home or abroad. 
For instance, I have so far been quite 
unable to establish that any general 
instructions were sent to Consuls, except in 
France, or to other parts of the Commonwealth 
Finally, in admitting late registrations for 
loan purposes here, according to my 
information, no definite criterion was used 
and the files do not shows In fact queries 
as to why Mr.A was allowed a loan and Mrs.B, 
was not could prove unanswerable and very 
awkward. There was no consistency. Very 
mimany were refused, but very many were allowed 
and Mr. Pierotti has also commented on this 
inconsistency. 


Se For all these reasons I believe we 
should now establish a definite criterion to 
deal with these cases. Bither we must turn 
them all down simply on the date line or we 
must have a criterion, and a clear one; 
this in fact means having a method of 
separating the deserving from the undeserving 
I believe this is politically much more 
desirable than flat refusals and that, 
although it will mean more work, it is really 
our duty to have a crack at it, but only 
with Treasury backing. indeed I suspect 
that to rule all further cases out on a date 
line may stimulate a type of Parliamentary 
/eriticisn 
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eriticism which is quite dangerous and not 
worth incurring at a time when we may hope 
that the sands of the scheme are running 
out. Whatever we may think of the business 
men's claims, we do not want their lobby in 
Parliament to be able to pinpoint us for 
inconsistency or an unsympathetic attitude 
in genuinely deserving cases, such as the 
five now under consideration. 


4, I believe that a scheme on the follow- 
ing lines might well work, if the Treasury 
will agree. ( If they will not, then we 
iust simply go back to the date line and it 
will be next to impossible to draft any 
reply for a Minister other than a "Sorry too 
late" one, ana this won't always wash, I 
fear, in view of what Lord Hailsham said 
last year). The basic principles I suggest 
as a criterion for late registration are 

two (a) justifiable ignorance and (b) presen 
hardship. (I ses no reason to give a loan 
at all for late comers who are not suffering 
hardship). I suggest the following methods 
be used to establish these two points. 

(1) The late applicant should be told he 
must swear an affidavit before a Commissione 
for Oaths (or the Consul ete. abroad) giving 
the reasons why he did not apply in time. 

He will be told he must give his reasons 

in full detail, must draw the affidavit up 
either himself or with the help of a lawyer 
and pay any necessary fees. He will also 
be told we will not accept a Statutory 
Declaration, as people hesitate much more 
to lie when upon oath, which brings in 
religion, than they do to make a false 
statutgry declaration.

The interest you have taken in the plight 
of British Subjects dispossessed and expelled from 
Egypt and the support given to their just claims for 
compensation have been widely appreciated, but the 
policy of the Government in providing the relief so 
urgently needed is exceedingly slow in operating. 


Many former residents, having lost their 
livelihood and entire possessions in Egypt, are now in 
the United Kingdom without means or employment.

But they still have hopes that their claims 
will not be overlooked when negotiations with Egypt 
ere resumed.

If H.M.G. agrees to release Sterling, a condition of vital importance to 
claimants is that Egypt should allocate adequate amounts from it to 
compensate the losses of British Subjects. 


The Sterling balances are, as stated by the Foreign Secretary in the 
House of Commons (May 16th, 1957) me Security for the claims of 
British Subjects ....." 


They should be conserved as a bargaining asset and released only against 
effective and adequate guarantees by Egypt for scttlement of claims. 


Releases made without such guarantccs would inevitably result in 
prolonged delay in payment of claims and hardship on an increasing 
scale for those who have lost all their possessions and are now in the 
United Kingdom without means. 


Releases of Sterling to implement the "Suez Canal Coy's" compensation 
agreement would be unjustified and unfair to other claimants. 


No relief in any form has yet been given for the losses of business 
assets on which so many depended for their livelihood. 


The desequestration of private property would not benefit owners unable 
to return to Egypt unless rights to sell and remit proceeds to U.K. are 
assured. 


Remittance rights are an essential condition. The terms of the pre-Sucz 
Monetary Agreement covering remittances to U.K. should be re-affirmed or 
more favourable terms sought for those unable to return to Egypt. 


The restitution by Egypt of private businesses, now mostly ruined, would 
be valucless as compensation - very probably the contrary - and is not a 
concession that would justify releases of Sterling without adequate 
gumrantees for settlement of claims. 


The renewal of "Trade and Diplomtic" relations would bdmainly to the 
advantage of the large public trading institutions who are in a position 
to resume their activities in Egypt at any time. 


Private concerns dispossessed of all their assets and expelled residents 
would derive no benefit from such a concession.

In October, 1957, the Association issued a Statement setting 
forth the difficulties which had afflicted their members since their 
arbitrary and summary dismissal from the Egyptian Government service in 
December, 1951, It put forward the proposal that the most equitable way 
of giving them temporary relief would be to apply to them the principle of 
ex-gratia loans which had already been made available to other British 
subjects from Egypt who had suffered from the events of 1956. 


This proposal, however, was not found acceptable to Her 
Majesty's Government. Instead, the members of the Association were 
referred to the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement Board, About thirty members 
accordingly applied for assistance, but of those who left Egypt in 1952, 
only two were granted small financial relief. The total sum they have 
received to date appears to be about £500. 


On the other hand, as has just been made public in an interim 
report issued by the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement Board, the total amount 


of money disbursed by the Board during the past year is several million 
pounds. Grants and loans have been made to a great variety of British 
subjects who suffered from the events of 1956. As a rough estimate, then, 
the sum of £500 received by members of the Association represents about 
one-hundredth of one per cent of the gross amount distributed, 


In the view of the Association, this very manifest disparity 
is due to the rigidity with which the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement Board 
has been administered, It has excluded all British subjects who have 
beon compelled to leave Great Britain after trying to find employment hore, 
It has interpreted hardship in the strictest financial sense. It takes 
no account of advancing years and death. It does not recognize as hard- 
ship the six years = soon to be seven years - of uncertainty and 
deprivation that the dismissed officials have endured, 


Since it now scoms likely that the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement 
Board will shortly be dissolved or reconstituted, the Association 
considers that if some new organisation is set up to take over the residue 
of the Board's commitments, it should more cloarly recognize the 
Association's particular problems, The Association's ultimate aim is to 
secure for its members the settlement in full of thoir claims against the 
Egyptian Government for reparation for wrongful dismissal. In the mean- 
timo, it wants to be assured that provisional relief will be available for 
those members whose hardships increase as the months go by.

Lords, in answer to the first part of the 
Question of the noble Lord, Lord 
Killearn, there has been no change in 
the policy of Her Majesty’s Government 
in this regard. In answer to the second 
part of the Question, I hope that it may 
be possible before long to make progress 
with these negotiations, to which, in my 
judgment, it is inappropriate to apply the 
word “abortive”. 


Lorp KILLEARN: My Lords, I 
thank the noble and learned Viscount 
for that Answer, and I should like to 
raise three points thereon.

Thirdly, is it 
not incongruous to be too punctilious in 
regard to the application of these credits 
to Egypt, and at the same time to be 
definitely “sticky” towards the claims 
of our own innocent victims of our policy 
in Suez in 1956? 


Viscount HAILSHAM: My Lords, 
the answer to the first two parts of the 
question is that these balances are 
balances, as it were, for the credit of the 
account of ‘the Egyptian Government 
with us as bankers. In answer to the last 
part of the question, I could not accept 
the implications of the noble Lord’s 
rather tendentious remarks.

In the course of the meeting on July 3 witha 
deputation of peers headed by Lord Salisbury, Lord 
Hailsham made it clear that to the uncompromising terms 
of Lord Killearn's motion as it then stood, he could 
only return the uncompromising reply that H.M.G. could 
not accept liability for compensation.

Lord Salisbury has now handed to Lord 
Hailsham a slightly amended draft of his resolution, and 
has asked whether H.M.G. would be able to accept it in 
these terms.

3. The two drafts do not differ substantially from each 
other and are not unacceptable from the Foreign Office 
point of view. Sir D. Rickett has made some progress in 
his talks with the Egyptians in Geneva, but the Iragi 
crisis will presumably make it difficult to announce in 
the Debate that we hope shortly to resume negotiations 
with the Egyptians. We are however assisting the Treasury 
and the Home Office to evolve a formula to give the 
refugees a larger advance on their claims if no general 
settlement is reached by the autumn.

Lords Salisbury, Tenby, Killearn and Lloyd called upon the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the Lord President of the Gouncil on Thursday, July 3, 
to discuss the problems of refugees from Egypt in this country. 

It was agreed that the meeting should be confidential, but a short 
statement should be issued to the press to say that the meeting had 
taken place. 

2 Lord Salisbury said that the refugees had been waiting for 
nearly two years to receive compensation, they h-d spent the loans 
given them, negotiations with Egypt appeared to be at a standstill, 
their problems were becoming increasingly urgent and they were very 
bitter against the Government. The poorer refugees were not in such 
8 bad position; it was those who had been of substance who were 

in a difficult position. Even if Egypt paid them compensation, 
they would have to repay the loans that they had received. All 
that Her Majesty's Government had done was to ensble them to live 
for a short time on their capital. The peers had exercised a 
moderating influence upon the refugees but they were conscious 

thot the summer recess was coming and they wished to try to help 
before then. 


Bis Lord Salisbury said thet he was worried by the terms of 
letters coming from Government Departments, that Her Majesty's 
Government did not recognise any obligation to pay compensation. 

He quoted a letter to a refugee to the effect that it was the 
responsibility of the Egyptian Government to pay compensation and 
thet there was no question of Her Majesty's Government doing so. 

lie himself considered we could not throw tne whole responsibility 
for the Suez landings on Nasser and Her Majesty's Government should 
therefore take a share of responsibility in so far as they were 
unable to obtein funds from Egypt. He asked for information: 


(a) on the state of negotiations with Egypt; 


(®) whether the proposed settlement would include all proved 
assets including business assets, and 


(c) did Her Majesty's Government accept resnonsibility for 
compensation for proved claims in so far as they could not 
obtain compensation from the Egyptians. 


Nis attitude towards the forthcoming debate in the House of Lords would 
be influenced by the present discussion. 


de The Secretary of State expressed gratitude for the peers' mod- 
erating influence. Her Majesty's Government had tried to see that 
the immediate hardships of the poorer people were met, but they 
recognised that the richer refugees were hard hit. It was very 
difficult for the Government to accept responwibility for 
compensation. Quite avart from the question of principle, any 
snnouncement to this effect would fatally prejudice the chances 

of a successful negotistion. Negotiations with Egypt had been 
going fairly well in March. When the Bgyptiens re*lised the

magnitude of the sums which they might have to pay by way of 
compensation to all concerned, they evidently decided that they 
could not reach final agreement with us until they had settled 
with the Suez Canal Company, A settlement with the Sompany had 
now been reached and it was to be signed on July 12. We had 
already had feelers about re-opening negotiations, It now 
looked as though the Egyptians did want to get % gs settled 
when the Canal Company agreement was out of the way and he 
thought there was @ reasonable prospect of settling the matter 
in the next few weeks. We were now at the crux of the final 
bargain. He could not help feeling that this was the worst 
possible moment at which Her Majesty's Government should seem 
to be under pressure to settle. 


5e The Chancellor of the Exchequer added that if Her Majesty's 
Government were to express ar » or even > seem anxious, 

to settle, the Egyptians would think they had the advantage of 
us. Similarly, if Her Majesty's Government acknowledged that they 
would pay compensation or even suvplement whatever we got out of 
the Egyptians, it would be fatal for a successful outcome. 


6. In subsequent discussion, Lord Lloyd mentioned a typical 
case of which he was aware of a couple who had saved £10,000 
which was sequestrated. They had received a loan of £4 ,000 
which was too small to enable them to set up in business and so 
they had had to live on the loan, isés 0. capital. If Her 
Majesty's Government could not accept rex onsibility for full 
compensation, could they not lend more money to people like this 
by, as it were, discounting their bills on Nasser. He thought 
that we should try to save such people from sinking. 


Ts In reply to a question from Lord Tenby whether negotiations 

would start after July 12, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 

revlied that we hoped tc beat the table with the Egyptians within 

two or three weeks and at the end of the month to have an idea 
whether the Egyptians meant business or not. 


Lord Killearn asserted that many refugees would not wish 
or be able to go back to Egypt to do business. They would be 
discriminated against, they would have to sell their property 
at forced prices and would have difficulty in getting their 
money out. The Secretary of fe replied that one of the 
Objects of the negotiations was to permit people to re~ 
establish themselves if they wanted and he be ieved there 
were indications that the Esyptians wanted ° 5 back. It was 
much betvcer, however, that people should try to re-establish 
toemselves On en individual basis rather than that Her Majesty's 
Government should take over all their property. If Her 
Majesty's Government had to try to dispose of it, the ultimate 
loss would be far greater than if private persons managed their 
own affairs. "Her Majesty's Government will of course do all 
they can to help the refugees, which is why we want to send back 
a Chargé d'affaires who will try to help them over their claims , 
ete." 


Ge Lord Salisbury then asked what the G.vernment would say in the 
forthcoming debate in the House of Lords. Lord Hailsham replied that

it would be easier for him to handle the debate if Lord 
Killearn's motion were framed differently, In its present 
uncompromising terms he could only return an uncompromising reply 
that Her Majesty's Government could not accept responsibility 

for compensation. 


10. In reply to the question of Lord Killearn whether Her 
Majesty's Government could not use the sterling balances, 

the Chancellor of the Exchequer said t it woi.ld be disastrous 
to dispose forcefully of any sterling lances which were held 
here. It would have a most unfortuna effect on all people 

who held money in London and he would value the ultimate damage 
as much more than the value of the sterling basances, Lord 
Salisbury agreed that it would be much better to withhold the 
balances rather than 1aid them. 


1. Reverting to Lord Lloyd's proposel that Her Majesty's 
Government should enable refugees to obtain larger loans 

sufficient to enable them to restart their lives, the Chancellor 

of the Exchequer replied that Lord Lloyd's idea would not breach 
any principle. He would be prepared to see whether if there was 

not some settlement before September, anything could be done on thes 
ines. The Government would not be dogmatic abouu the loan 

scheme. Lord Killearn indicated that some of the difficulty was 
caused by the upper limit of £5,000 in theex gratia loan scheme. 


2s Lord ilsham said that it would be extremely difficult for 
the Government to say anything helpful in a debate on July 9 if 
signature of the Suez Canal reement was to take place on July 
12, and negotiations were to be re-opened shortly thereafter. 

He asked if Lord Killearn's motion could not be postponed. The 
difficulty of arranging a later date for the motion was indicated 
but Lord Hailsham undertook to ascertain whether this could not be 
arranged.

In reply to your letter of 15th July about Lord Salisbury's 
notion, the only point we would like to raise on the wording of 
the motion is wether 1t could refer to the "increasing hardships 
to which mapy of the British nations expellod from Egypt are 
being expose". Whet we have in mind is that the smaller men 
have received loans amounting to 70 per cent of their claims 
snd, as the claims were probebly somewhet inflated, they have in 
effoct received in some cases the full value of what they have 
lost. It is difficult to think that hardship is being caused 
in these cases, although admittedly the soney they have received 
is a loan and not © componsation payment. 


We should hope that nothing would be said which suggested 
that the terms of the motion were being accepted. We do not 
think that yr improvement in the loan scheme should apply to 
the smaller cisizs, for the reasons I have indicated above. 

We may slso do very little more for the largest clains. We do 
not want to seen to accept a fors of wording which implied that 
ali cleimants were going to receive further loans. Moreover, 

there will no doubt be some argumont in due course whether the 

improvements proposed are substantial within the terms of 

Lord. Selisbury's motion, 


The Chancellor of the Zxchequer gathered at the meeting 
heid in the Foreign Secretary's room with the interested Peers 
that it would be enough if, in reply to Lord Salisbury's motion, 
she Government indicated that if a settlesent with Egypt had not 
been resched by September, the Government would look at the loan 
scheme to seo in what respect it should be improved.
